Rowling has confirmed on Twitter that the 
gang goes to Paris in Movie 2, so perhaps a 
visit to Beauxbatons is in order.

Editor’s note: Each week during the NFL season, 
former Bears defensive lineman Alex Brown 
shares his football wisdom with RedEye. Responses 
have been edited for length and clarity. 

Alshon Jeffery; the 
Bears’ best receiver 
and one of their best 
players overall, this 
week was suspended 
four games for violat- 
ing the NFLs policy 
on performance-en- 
hancing substances. 

Alex Brown played nine years in the NFL, 
including eight with the Bears. He was never 
suspended for drug violations himself, but he 
has strong takes on how those situations are 
handled and what it means when players fail 
those tests. 

On what players can do to avoid banned 
substances. 

You want to get anything looked at [by the 
NFL] to make sure that it’s OK. I sent in 
something and what I got back was that 
“this looks fine to us, but remember, you’re 
responsible for whatever you put in your 
body” I think that’s the dumbest thing in 
the world, honestly Because it’s good or it’s 
not, you tell me. Fm asking you, Fm going 
through the things that I need to do to make 


sure that Fm not breaking the rules, but then 
if I take something you told me looks good 
[and is not], then you’re going to come back 
and suspend me for four games? 

Fm not saying that’s what happened in 
Alshon’s case. All Fm saying is that’s what 
I’ve experienced and I think that is awful. 
That’s an awful way to do something when 
we’re talking about a player’s reputation. 

On who should bear responsibility. 

If a player knows they’re trying to cheat and 
they get busted, OK, fine. But if a player’s 
not [trying to cheat] and honestly does not 
know because the labels say this and nothing 
on the label gave him that red flag, then that 
should fall on the company because it’s mis- 
leading and the players don’t know that. 

If you’re gonna cheat, then you’re gonna 
cheat to get better. Some of this stuff that 
you’re popping guys with, that’s not what 
you’d use if you wanted to cheat. But because 
this [substance] is on that list, everything 
on that list gives fans and people outside the 
NFL that notion of “he’s a cheater.” 

On substances that are more accessible to 
NFL players than they are to the public, and 
how players recover from injuries. 

I think it blows people’s minds what we actu- 
ally go through to be able to play You get a 
shot in the butt before the game because my 
back is hurting. You come back at halftime 


and you get another one because I’m trying 
to get through this game feeling like I’m in 
one piece, understanding that probably on 
Monday I’m going to feel like I’m broken in 
half because I’m going to worry about Mon- 
day when it gets here. That’s the mentality 
[Brian Urlacher took] Toradol, you take pain- 
killers, anything that relieves the pain, then 
you take a lot of anti-inflammatories. Tou 
go through your whole treatment program, 
make sure you’re icing and all that stuff. But 
then you gotta practice too. It’s tough, man. 

I wouldn’t tell anybody not to [play in 
the NFL]. This isn’t for everybody But the 
people that have done it, regardless of what 
situation they’re in now, I highly doubt that 
anyone would say, “I wouldn’t do it all over 
again.” I know I wouldn’t [say that]. 

On whether Jeffery’s suspension will affect 
whether the Bears re-sign him. 

I think it’s going to come down to price any- 
way He wants $14 million a year or 
$40 million guaranteed, and I think that 
[suspension] hurts that number. But for me, 

I wasn’t on board with paying that much in 
the first place. Is he a good receiver? Yes. But 
there are a lot of things that he can’t do that 
I’d like for my No. 1 receiver to do. Nobody’s 
afraid of his speed, so they sit on his routes.

Two seasons into his major-league ca- 
reer, Kris Bryant has two All-Star selec- 
tions, a Rookie of the Year award and 
a World Series championship to his name. 

On Thursday the 24-year-old Cubs star 
added another major honor to the list: Na- 
tional League MVP. 

Bryant topped Nationals second base- 
man Daniel Murphy and Dodgers short- 
stop Corey Seager in a vote by the Baseball 
Writers’ Association of America. 

Bryant received 29 of 30 first-place votes 
and 415 points. Murphy had one first-place 
vote and 245 points, and Seager finished 
with 240 points. 

Angels center fielder Mike Trout was 
voted the American League MVP 
over Red Sox right fielder Mookie Betts 
and Astros second baseman Jose Altuve. 

Writers vote for the award before the 
start of the postseason, and Bryant was 
among the NL leaders in several categories 
during the regular season, including finish- 
ing first with 121 runs scored. 

He was third with 39 home runs and 
334 total bases and fourth with a .554 slug- 
ging percentage and a .939 OPS. He also 
finished with a .292 average and 102 RBIs 
and contributed to the Cubs’ versatility by 
playing in the outfield and at third base. 

Along the way he turned in record-set- 
ting and jaw-dropping single-game perfor- 
mances too. 

On June 27 in Cincinnati, he went 5-for- 
5 with three home runs, two doubles and 
six RBIs. He set a franchise record with 
1 6 total bases and became the first player 
in major-league history with three homers 
and two doubles in a game. 

“It’s definitely the best game of my 
whole life,” Bryant said after the June 27 
game. “But to hear that, with so many 
good players in this game, I just feel so for- 
tunate and so thankful for this opportu- 
nity to play on a stage like this every day” 

Bryant becomes the first Cubs player to 
win the award since Sammy Sosa in 1998.

I or seen the movies, you 
know Quidditch is a sport played 
by wizards and witches that 
involves flying around on broom- 
sticks. 

In 2005, students at Middlebury 
College in Vermont invented the real- 
life or “Muggle” version, which re- 
sembles a combination of basketball 
and rugby with elements of hockey 
mixed in. 

The sport is gaining serious mo- 
mentum; dozens of colleges and hun- 
dreds of high schools have teams. 
There’s even a 16 -team pro league, 
Major League Quidditch (Chicago 
does not have a team as of yet), as well 
as international competitions. 

To make sense of the organized 
chaos you will see if you ever watch a 
match, RedEye picked the brains of 
Matt Coyle and Chloe Streif, co-cap- 
tains of the Columbia College Quid- 
ditch team. 


THE PITCH 

Quidditch is played on a grass field that is 60 yards long and 36 yards wide. There 
are three hoops of varying heights on each end of the field. The corners are similar to 
those of a hockey rink in that they are curved. There are areas designated as keeper 
zones and penalty boxes.

THE EQUIPMENT 

Five balls are in play 
during Quidditch 
matches: The Quaffle, 
which is a volleyball; 
three Bludgers, or 
dodgeballs; and the 
Snitch, a tennis ball. 
The Quaffle is used to 
score points, while the 
Bludgers are used to 
“knock out” other play- 
ers temporarily. The 
Snitch is the ball that 
must be caught to end 
the game. 

Each player must 
have a broom between 
his or her legs at all 
times. Padding that 
makes a “knocking 
sound” when a referee 
hits it with an object 
is not allowed. So no 
football helmets, shoul- 
der pads or anything 
of the sort. Cups are 
allowed, as are padded 
helmets. The brooms 
cannot be used to con- 
tact other players.

“There are multiple ways you can play a 
Keeper,” said Coyle, who plays the position for 
Columbia. “For example, I have a Keeper on my 
team who is almost 6 feet tall and has the lanki- 
est legs I’ve ever seen, so he runs and is almost 
like a fourth Chaser. Meanwhile, my strategy 
is to hang back and be a quarterback, call out 
plays, call out what I see on the pitch, tell peo- 
ple to pick up other Chasers, things like that.”

T ry to score points with the Quaff le 

“They need to have good stamina and endur- 
ance so they can run really fast to get over to 
the other side of the pitch,” Streif said. “They 
also need to be able to catch the ball very well 
as well as fake out other Chasers, and have 
good aim for scoring.” 


2 Beaters (black headbands) 

Throw Bludgers to “knock out” opponents 

“They’re going to be a little better with aiming, 
especially aiming at moving, smaller targets 
like feet,” said Streif, a Beater for Columbia. 
“They do a lot of ducking and dodging and also 
need aggressiveness and awareness. They also 
have to be able to catch the Bludger so they 
can avoid being knocked out.” 

1 Seeker (gold headband) 

Try to catch the Golden Snitch 

“The Seeker is probably the hardest position to 
play,” Coyle said. “You need to have the endur- 
ance of a Chaser and not be discouraged when 
you get beat because a strategy a lot of teams 
do is they employ a defensive Seeker to try and 
get points back. When they do that, it’s Seeker 
on Seeker with a potential Beater to try and 
stop the opposing Seeker from scoring.” 


PLUS: THE SNITCH 

Each match has one Snitch, a person dressed in yellow who wears a sock with a tennis ball 
attached to the back of their waistband. To “catch the Snitch,” a Seeker has to grab the ball 
as they would another player’s flag in flag football. 

The Snitch is a volunteer, and often a player from one of the teams in the match. That per- 
son is expected to be impartial in preventing Seekers from grabbing the ball. In tournament 
play, the Snitch is usually a person who is not on either team competing at the time. 

Note: Only Keepers and Chasers can handle the Quaffle. Only Beaters can handle 
Bludgers. Only Seekers can catch the Snitch. 


THE GENDER MAXIMUM RULE 

Quidditch, including governing bodies such 
as U.S. Quidditch, prides itself on being inclu- 
sive. To that end, it employs what is known as 
the gender maximum rule. According the U.S. 
Quidditch website, no more than four play- 
ers per team who identify as the same gender 
can be on the pitch at a time; that number in- 
creases to five when Seekers are in play 

HOW IT’S PLAYED 

The team that scores the most points wins. 
Teams score points in two ways: when the 
Chasers throw the Quaffle through one 
of the hoops from either side of the hoop 
(io points), and when a team’s Seeker catches 
the Snitch (30 points). The Snitch enters the 
game at the 18 -minute mark of each match. 
The match ends when the Snitch is caught. 

The match starts with the Quaffle and 
Bludgers at midfield, and on the referee’s sig- 
nal, each team races to get possession. 

Once a goal is scored, the Keeper of the 
team that was just scored on takes possession, 
and play resumes from there. 

Beaters throw Bludgers at opposing play- 
ers to get “knockouts” or “beats.” When that 
happens, a player who has been “beat” must 
run to their end of the field, touch one of 
their hoops and “remount” their broom. 

Any player who is holding a ball when they 
are “beat” must immediately drop the ball. 

WHAT TO EXPECT 

Whether it’s at a college tournament, such 
as the one Columbia College held Nov 12, or 


any other organized event, there are common 
threads in Quidditch matches. 

The game is hella physical. Players are al- 
lowed to tackle each other, stiff arm and do al- 
most anything to dislodge a Quaffle or Bludger 
from an opponent or to keep the other team 
from scoring. You do not have to give up pos- 
session of a ball unless you are “beat,” however. 

“Last year at a tournament we had three or 
four concussions within three or four games,” 
Coyle said. “... It’s a friendly atmosphere, but 
it’s really intense.” 

Players who commit fouls are sent to a pen- 
alty box, sometimes (resulting in power plays). 
If the infraction is severe enough, players can 
be ejected. 

You won’t see robes. At least, the players 
don’t wear them. Even though the sport is 
based on a fictional wizarding pastime, shorts 
and jerseys are required. As for the spectators, 
anything goes with clothing. 

Communication is key. “{Good teams have] 
great communication, they’re passing {the 
Quaffle] back and forth and spinning around 
other Chasers, and they make it into the hoop 
without somebody getting beat.” 

The scores can get up there. Coyle said 
elite college teams can score in the 150- to 
200-point range, while Major League Quid- 
ditch matches can see one team score around 
300 points. 

“Harry Potter” knowledge is not required. 

“We have players who have never seen or read 
‘Harry Potter,’ some of whom are captains,” 
Coyle said.

O Niffler 

You may remember this furry crea- 
ture from “Harry Potter and the Goblet of 
Fire.” They’re black, rodent-like critters with 
an affinity for shiny objects. Hagrid intro- 
duced nifflers to Harry’s fourth-year Care of 
Magical Creatures class and let them hunt for 
Leprechaun gold in piles of dirt. A niffler looks 
for treasure with its long snout and then stores 
it in a pouch on its belly. 

O Bowtruckle 

A guardian of its tree, a bowtruckle is 
good at camouflaging in its natural habitat. 
They’re selective about their trees, which can 
be used to make wands. A bowtruckle eats 
insects and has long, sharp fingers, good for 
picking locks or poking an enemy in the eye. 
They’re super small, hence Hagrid explaining 
that he “brought [Harry] here sixteen years ago 
when [he was] no bigger than a bowtruckle” in 
the film “Deathly Hallows: Part 1.” 

Demiguise 

The demiguise is particularly difficult to 
find because it can make itself invisible and tell 
the future, so you better be super spontaneous 
if you’re hoping to catch it. It’s an herbivorous, 
primate-like creature with silky silver hair and 
big black eyes. It’s peaceful unless provoked, 
which can happen because its hair is used to 
weave Invisibility Cloaks. 


fliiinderbird 

Closely related to the phoenix, the 
thunderbird is native to Arizona. The giant 
birds can sense danger, and their flapping 
can create storms. One of the houses of the 
American wizarding school, llvermorny, is 
named after the thunderbird and favors ad- 
venturous students. 

Swooping Evil 

This peculiarly named beast can be danger- 
ous-it has the ability to suck out brains. The 
blue-and-green-winged swooping evil looks 
like a cross between a reptile and a butterfly 
and exists in a cocoon in its resting state. Its 
venom can be used to erase bad memories. 

Occamy 

The occamy will grow or shrink to fit the space 
available to it. It’s a winged creature with a ser- 
pent’s body, so it looks like something between 
a dragon and a bird. It’s fiercely protective of its 
eggs, which are made of silver, and is aggres- 
sive to whoever approaches it. 

Erumpent 

An erumpent is a massive magical beast 
originating in Africa. It resembles a rhinoc- 
eros with a single horn and a thick hide and 
tail. It can repel many charms and curses, and 
its horn contains a deadly fluid that can cause 
pierced objects (or beings) to explode.

What’s good? 

Rowling skillfully weaves her various 
storylines, along with the old and the new 
“Fantastic Beasts” is funnier and more ma- 
ture than any of the previous eight “Potter” 
films, which makes sense considering she’s 
working with adult characters. She’s smart 
to include both a Brit (Newt) and a Muggle 
(Jacob) so that explaining things feels natural, 
and there’s still wonderment at displays of 
magic.

What happens? 

In 1926, Newt Scamander (Eddie Redmayne) 
ventures from England to America with a 
case full of magical creatures. He’s working 
on his book, “Fantastic Beasts and Where 
to Find Them,” and wants to return one of 
the beasts to its rightful home in Arizona. 

He gets side-tracked in New York City when 
Jacob (Dan Fogler), a No-Maj (Muggle), ac- 
cidentally picks up his case and lets a couple 
of creatures loose. Newt and Jacob get picked 
up by Tina Goldstein (Katherine Wat erst on), 
a disgraced Auror, and also meet her sister, 
Queenie (Alison Sudol). But something other

What’s bad? 

It’s hard to follow up “Harry Potter,” which 
had a richer backstory and felt more personal 
than “Fantastic Beasts.”

The film also 
suffers from pacing issues — there are a lot of 
shenanigans involving capturing the beasts, 
taking away from the much more interesting 
magical danger that’s unfolding. Finally it’s

It is no surprise that 
“Nocturnal Animals” 
is visually arresting— 
it’s the product of 
Tom Ford, a fashion 
designer by trade. 
Every shot— from 
Los Angeles homes to Texas landscapes to 
Amy Adams’ face— is striking. But “Noctur- 
nal Animals” is all gloss and no effect, wasting 
its time on uninteresting plot instead of truly 
unmasking its characters. 

What happens? 

Disillusioned with her life as an LAgaller- 
ist, Susan Morrow (Adams) receives a novel 
manuscript from her first husband, Edward 
(Jake Gyllenhaal). Susan left Edward nearly 
two decades ago to be with her current 
husband, Hutton (Armie Harmer), but their 
marriage is in a state of disconnect. While 
Hutton is away on business, Susan reads 
Edward’s novel about a violent tragedy that 


befalls a Texas family, causing her to relive her 
own mistakes. 

What’s good? 

The film is undeniably gorgeous. Visually, 
“Nocturnal Animals” feels more like art 
than your average movie, and that affects 
everything from shots to makeup. The story 
of Susan’s history plays with some interesting 
concepts, like feeling ungrateful in unhappi- 
ness and how well we really know ourselves. 
The real draw, however, is the performances, 
because everyone brings their A game. Ad- 
ams is a treasure, Gyllenhaal commits, Aaron 
Taylor-Johnson is convincingly crazy as the 
novel’s antagonist and Laura Linney steals 
her one scene as Susan’s mother. 

What’s bad? 

Foreboding music suggests that “Nocturnal 
Animals” considers itself to be in the same 
vein as films like “Basic Instinct” and “Fatal 
Attraction.” Unfortunately, without even a 


shred of sex, it’s hard for a movie to be sexy 
Susan’s story is interesting enough, but Ford 
passes it up to dive deep into Edward’s novel, 
which has considerably less nuance. Past, 
present and novel are all woven together, 
but not enough ties them together, and Ford 


never spends enough time on the things that 
deserve it. 

FINAL VERDICT 

A sexy thriller that is neither sexy nor thrill- 
ing.
